OFFICIAL sanction was given to the “more daylight” 
plan by the City Council of Cincinnati in the passage 
of an ordinance which provides for local operation of 
the scheme which may be taken up by the Federal 
Government and eventually come into common vogue 
in this country. The plan urged by heads of commer- 
cial and business clubs contemplates ‘moving the clock 
hands back one hour during the period from May 1 
till October 1, somewhat after the proposed change 
in England and Canada. So far as known, Cincinnati 
is the first city in this country to change the working 
hours during the summer months. The idea, it is 
stated, has been introduced in England, France, Ger- 
many, Australia, Denmark and Belgium. The ordi- 
nance was introduced into the council accompanied 
by a petition signed by 90,000 names and was passed 
unanimously. 








“T BELIEVE that high officials in the railroad world 
should come into closer touch with their patrons. A 
railroad, like any other large business, 
should aim to give the people what they 
want. If this policy were generally car- 
ried out it would do away with about 
half of the legislation against railroads.”

“The purpose of a railroad,” he said, “is to sell 
transportation to the people. It is not intended to 
make a position for you or for me or for anybody 
else. It is a commercial enterprise with soniething to 
sell, and it. should act accordingly. It has been my 
constant endeavor to keep in touch with the people—

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the patrons of the railroads. If more officials would 
adopt the plan I think we should have better railroad 
laws and fewer of them. 

“I make it a rule never to refuse to see anybody. 
The man who has a complaint to make can always 
come into my office and tell me about it. I will pass a 
whole day with him if necessary in order to convince 
him he has no real grievance or to do him justice. 

“It is the railroad officials who sit behind closed 
doors and refuse to see any one who have done much 
toward getting the roads into bad repute. The man 
whose card is sent back to him with the words ‘Noth- 
ing doing’ says to himself: ‘Crookedness somewhere, 
all right, or why wouldn’t they talk to me?’ If this 
man were made to understand that the railroads are 
really trying to do the right thing all would be differ- 
ent. 
my direction never to refuse to hear complaints and to 
treat complainants kindly. The result is that I have 
had little trouble. 

“Not long ago complaints came from a town down 
in Illinois. They wanted a new station. I went down 
personally to attend a meeting of business men. I 
took a great deal of trouble to exfilain to them our 
position. I told them that the stockholders of the rail- 
road did not care personally whether the station at 
this particular town was in a $40,000 building or in a 
box car, but that the management of the road wanted 
to give the people what the people wanted. If they 
wanted the station built upside down, I said, we would 
be glad to build it that way.”

THE popularity of American manutactures abroad is 
illustrated by the detailed export tables of the Bureau 
Wid of Statistics, of the Department of Com- 
ie . . 

Distribution ™erce and Labor, just published as a 
of Our part of its volume—Commerce and Navi- 
Manufactures. gation of the United States. These ta- 
bles show the principal articles exported and in detail 

the various countries to which they are sent. 

In the case of mowers and reapers, for example, 
it is interesting to note that no less than 75 countries 
and colonies are named as the’destinations of this class 
of our manufactures exported. Russia in Europe is 
the largest purchaser of mowers and reapers, the value 
thereof exported direct to that country in 1908 being 
over 3 million dollars, to France 234 millions, to Ger- 
many 1% millions, to Argentina over 1 million, to 
the United Kingdom % million, and to Australia and 
New Zealand approximately 3% million. Even to Asi- 
atic Russia the value is nearly %4 million dollars, and to 
Chile more than 100 thousand dollars; while to British 
South Africa the total is over 100 thousand dollars, to 
French Africa 128 thousand, to India about 7 thou- 
sand, to Turkey in Asia nearly 10 thousand, to the 
Philippine Islands over 3 thousand, and to the Dutch 
East Indies a little more than 1 thousand dollars. 

American plows and cultivators are turning up the 
soil in more than 70 countries and colonies of the 
world—in Japan in 1908, 22 thousand dollars’ worth, 
in Asiatic Turkey 14 thousand dollars, in New Zealand 
50 thousand dollars, in British South Africa 222 thou- 
sand dollars, in Portuguese Africa 31 thousand dol- 
lars, in Cuba 85 thousand dollars’ worth; while Ar- 
gentina took in 1908, 780 thousand dollars’ worth, 
Canada 474 thousand dollars, Russia in Europe 259 
thousand, and Asiatic Russia 714 thousand dollars’ 
worth. 

American billiard balls, which one would scarcely 
expect to see as an article of export, went to Panama— 
4 thousand dollars’ worth—in 1908; to France over 3 
thousand dollars’ worth, to the United Kingdom about 
16 hundred dollars’ worth, to Mexico nearly 2 thou- 
sand dollars’ worth, to Cuba nearly a like value, to 
Colombia a similar value; while other countries named 
in the list of those to which this article of American 
manufacture was sent are Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Sal- 
vador, Danish West Indies, Dutch West Indies, Hayti, 
Venezuela, Ecuador, New Zealand and Dutch East 
Indies. 

American stove polish contributed in 1908 to the 
happiness of housewives in the United Kingdom to 
the extent of about 10 thousand dollars’ worth, Canada 
14 thousand dollars, Australia over 4 thousand dollars, 
New Zealand 25 hundred dollars; while other coun- 
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tries named in the list of recipients of this product of 
the American factory are-Hayti, the French islands of 
Miquelon, Langley, etc., British Honduras, the 
Azores, the Madeira Islands, British Guiana, Japan 
and the British East Indies. 

American candles light homes in more than 40 coun- 
tries of the world, including in 1908, Cuba 188 thou- 
sand dollars’ worth, Canada 35 thousand dollars’ 
worth, and Mexico 35 thousand dollars’ worth; while 
other countries named as the destinations of Ameri- 
can manufactures of this article are Korea, Japan, 
China, Hongkong, Asiatic Russia, French Oceania, 
British South Africa, Bermuda, British and Dutch 
Guiana and Panama. 

American automobiles were sent in 1908 (nearly 5 
million dollars’ worth) to 50 countries and colonies, in- 
cluding, first, the United Kingdom 1% million dollars’ 
worth, Canada 34 million, France over ™% million, 
Mexico % million, Italy 4 million, Cuba 167 thousand 
dollars’ worth, and the Dutch East Indies 80 thousand 
dollars; while other countries to which they were sent 
included Turkey in Europe, Egypt, the Canary Isl- 
ands, British South Africa, Siam, Hongkong, Japan, 
Straits Settlements, British India, Australia and New 
Zealand, and the Philippine Islands. 

American bicycles went to more than 60 countries 
and colonies of the world in 1908, including practi- 
cally all of the European countries ; the principal coun- 
tries of North and South America; China, India, 
Straits Settlements, Dutch East Indies, Hongkong, 
Japan, Korea, Asiatic Russia, and Siam, in Asia; Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, French Oceania, German 
Oceania, and the Philippine Islands, in Oceania; and 
practically all of the European possessions in Africa. 

American watches mark time in Canada, United 
Kingdom, Germany, practically all of the North and 
South American countries, China, British India, 
Straits Settlements, British East Indies, Hongkong, 
Japan, Korea, Asiatic Russia, and various islands of 
Oceania; while American clocks of equal value were 
sent in 1908 to 75 countries of the world, the total 
value of watches and clocks exported in that year be- 
ing about 3 million dollars. 

Five million dollars’ worth of American binder 
twine went to 70 countries, including 134 million dol- 
lars’ worth to Argentina, 11%4 millions to Canada, % 
million to United Kingdom, % million dollars’ worth 
to Russia in Europe, 83 thousand dollars’ worth to 
Asiatic Russia, and-smaller quantities to various Eu- 
ropean and American countries ; also to Australia, New 
Zealand, British South Africa, Japan, China, British 
India, and the Straits Settlements. 

Other countries and sections of the world to which 
American merchandise is sent included Greenland and 
Iceland, Gibraltar, Tripoli, Falkland Islands, Canary 
Islands, Kiaochau (the German port in China), Port 
Arthur and Talienwan (the Japanese ports in China), 
Morocco, the Kongo country in Africa, Servia and 
Roumania in southern Europe, and Tasmania, just off 
the coast of Australia; while numerous other islands 
to which manufactures are sent are included by the 
Bureau of Statistics in its general classifications of 
German Oceania, French Oceania, British Oceania, 
etc. 
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The above statement, showing the wide distribution 
of American manufactures, necessarily mentions in 
this detail but a very small proportion of the American 
manufactures exported. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

The life of Henry H. Rogers, the Standard Oil 
magnate who died recently, is largeiy a repetition of 
the lives of most American financiers in several sig- 
nificant respects. His first occupation was selling 
newspapers. From that he rose by successive stages. 
There were no sudden and spectacular leaps. His 
progress was gradual. When we consider that his 
case is typical—that the men who are foremost to-day 
in finance are the barefoot boys of yesterday—we 
see how far we are from the permanent class divisions 
that certain people profess to discover in this country. 
Mr. Rogers’ death—the death of any leader in the 
financial world—leaves a place for the one fit to take 
it, no matter whence he comes. Just as Mr. Rogers 
rose from an humble station, other American boys 
will rise. The way is still open; the opportunities 
will not be lacking as long as a growing nation has 
growing wants. Among the-examples of success pre- 
sented for the encouragement of American youth the 
financiers perhaps fill too large a space. Successful 
as H. H. Rogers was, and encouraging as is the story 
of his success, it is necessary to remember that his 
was only one kind of success. But whatever the par- 
ticular goal of success to which natural ability leads, 
we find, in America, at least, an astonishing sameness 
in the life story. In most instances it is the story of a 
poor boy rising from obscurity to eminence through 
natural and necessary gradations: When we consider 
the careers of the Americans who have been successes 
in finance, law, industry, politics, letters, etc., we 
seem to be regarding a series of varied ornaments all 
broidered on the same simple ground—the ground of 
cheerful, intelligent and earnest effort from small be- 
ginnings to large accomplishnient. As a potent illus- 
tration of this common element in successful careers 
in America the life of H. H. Rogers is particularly in- 
teresting. His was indeed a large career, though in 
only one of the many ways that lie open to the boys 
of every generation in this great republic of ours. 

*~ * * 


“The boy comes out. of school and he can’t write an 
intelligent letter. His work is ungrammatical. It is 
illegibly written. Half of the words are spelled 
wrongly. Now, gentlemen, schools that can’t teach 
a boy to write a letter, spell it properly, and phrase it 
grammatically are failures.” A leading business man 
of Chicago, who stands high among his fellows and, 
presumably, expresses a conviction that is general and 
not individual, is quoted as using such words of con- 
demnation in a “quiet, confidential way.” And then, 
praising a movement that is winning financial support 
of more than half a million dollars, he continued: “I 
am glad that you are collecting money for educational 
purposes. We need you badly.” It is the same old 
story. The charge often made finds added force when 
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thus brought to attention again. Millions of dollars 
are being spent for instruction in the schools. But 
when the products of these schools seek for means of 
livelihood they find themselves up against it, so to 
speak, and utterly unprepared even in the essentials 
ordinarily indicated by the words, “the three R’s.” If 
such a charge stands against the high school graduate, 
what is true of the thousands who get no farther than 
the grammar schools? This good old English lan- 
guage, so rich in its possibilities, is shamefully neg- 
lected. Those who inspect the work when the high 
school graduate enters college note the distressing 
conditions as quickly as the keen man of business does. 

The boys and girls are unable to write English cor- 
rectly. They know little of grammar. They are 
deficient in penmanship. They cannot spell. These 
conditions are observed all over the country.” And 
when a man of affairs who has traveled the path to 
success calls attention to them in searching words, 
the need of investigation of the courses of study in 
the schools is all the more apparent. There are many 
reasons for thinking that they do not provide some of 
the essential, practical training that the pupils sorely 
need. Some years ago I had the pleasure of occupy- 
ing a desk in a large publishing house adjoining one 
occupied by a graduate of one of our leading universi- 
ties, who had more handles to his name than a Rus- 
sian high admiral. The work upon which we were 
engaged was of a technical character, in fact so tech- 
nical that I often used to wonder what on earth 
business I had on the job, and my wonderment was 
intensified when I found myself seated beside a 
savant who could reel off botany, zoology, ento- 
mology, ichthyology, and anthropology by the yard. 
Well, one day one of my collaborators asked me if I 
knew which was the heavier, a pound of gold or a 
pound of feathers. I had heard the question asked 
many times before, as most of us have, and in answer 
to it I said, of course, that a pound of feathers weighed 
more than a pound of gold, which, of course, it does, 
seeing that troy weight instead of avoirdupois is the 
weight by which gold, silver, jewelry and the like are 
weighed.’ This was news to the “professeur,” who 
insisted that “a pound was a pound,” disclaiming any 
knowledge of the fact that in a pound troy there are 
5,760 grains while in a pound avoirdupois there are 
7,000 troy grains. Do you wonder why the educa- 
tional system of our schools and colleges is the subject 
of so much adverse criticism? 

* * =

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CORES FOR ALUMINUM CASTINGS. 


Cores for aluminum castings should be ‘made with 
the intention of using them for aluminum if the’ best 
results are to be obtained, and not for general work. 
A core which will give good results in making iron 
castings may not answer at all in casting aluminum, 
says the Brass World. As aluminum does not “burn” 
the sand at all, it is useless, and also objectionable to 
blacken the surface of a core to be used in making an 
aluminum casting. In the first place it does no good 
at all, and the labor spent in doing it is wasted. In the 
second place, the blacking stops up the pores of the 
core on the surface (and this is where it should be the 
most open) and prevents the escape of the gases when 
the aluminum strikes it. The result is a “blow.” By 
not blacking a core the sand is left as open as possible. 
Unless required for the sake of appearance, too fine 
sand should not be used in making cores for this 
work. Coarse sand always gives a more open core 
than that which is fine. The binder is important, and 
molasses water seems to be a favorite with aluminum 
founders, as it serves to hold the core together, and 
makes but little gas when the aluminum strikes it. Glue 
is also an excellent material. Whatever binder is used, 
however, must be such as to leave the core soft. One 
that can be roughly handled wil: not do, and castings 
that are made from it will usually crack. A core 
that requires delicate handling in order to prevent 
breakage can always be relied upon, and in practically 
all cases will produce good aluminum castings.

Two 
dash lanterns placed on either side and in front of 
the vases served the purpose of lamps. A grindstone 
crank fastened to a wire sieve represented the crank 
of the machine, and two joints of 5-inch stove pipe- 
were used for the cylinders. A level placed on either 
side of the machine served the purpose of a step. 
Four hand saws bent over the grindstones formed the 
fenders. A plow lever was used for the propeller 
and a fire poker with a cake pan placed on top of 
same comprised the steering wheel. A tinner’s brazing 
torch placed under the machine and lighted made a 
noise very similar to that made by automobiles. The

W. A. Handley. 

W. A. Handley, vice-president of the Moore & 
Handley Hardware Co., Birmingham, Ala., one of the 
largest of the hardware jobbing houses of the South, 
died at his home in Roanoke, Ala., on June 22. For 
the last two years he had not been enjoying the best 
of health and had not been very active since he re- 
cently fell and sustained a broken arm. Than Mr. 
Handley there was probably not a better known man 
in the state of Alabama. He had been identified with 
the Birmingham district for 27 years and was one 
of the city’s leading and wealthiest pioneer merchants 
and builders. Major Handley was born near Franklin, 
Ga., in 1834. He was educated in a village school and 
was a mail carrier for two years. He engaged in 
mercantile pursuits and very early made that the work 
of his life.

STORE. 





BY AN OLD CLERK. 

When you and I were very, very young the old 
folks taught us to say “please, thanks, welks,” to shut 
the door and tread softly in.general. The good old 
souls wanted us to show we were “raised right.” 
When we started to grow up we learned from others 
of about our own age that it was smart to be impu- 
dent and decidedly “sissy” to be polite. 

Now it is a mighty fortunate thing for the ones of 
us who have unlearned this second lesson in deport- 
ment as soon as we got into business. I will show 
you why on a dollars and cents basis. I am not a 
preacher, so I won't tell you anything about turning 
the other cheek to the hand of the slapper. Person- 
ally, that particular sort of humility never appealed to 
me ; that is not the way my hair is parted. 

But, put a pin in this—it pays a man in business to 
meet all comers politely. They may not be buying at 
the instant, but if treated right when they stop in to 
ask the time of day or something equally profitable 
to you, they at least have no reason not to buy from 
you later. If you turn them down in a surly way 
they have a good reason to leave you alone. 

A month ago I had a twenty-dollar bill—got it 
honestly—and wanted to get it changed. I started out 
ine the town where I happened to be at that time, and 
here’s what happened: First, a cigar store, where I 
got this answer, “Haven’t got it’; second, a drug 
store, “No, sir; no change for that”; third, a saloon— 
wasn’t acquainted there, of course—“No, we ain’t run- 
nin’ the Mint.” And so on down the line until I had 
called at seven places without getting either change 
or a polite excuse for not accommodating. me. 

Next I tried a small drug store. “Good morning, 
sir,” was the smiling greeting of the proprietor. “What 
can I do for you?” I told him what I wanted. “No,” 
he replied, “I am sorry to say that I haven’t it, but 
I'll get it for you if you don’t mind waiting a moment. 
Have a chair, sir.” 

He could have taken my money and my watch, too, 
before I recovered from that!- I was not a customer, 
simply a stranger asking for a favor, and he not only 
treated me politely, but was going out of his way to 
accommodate me. He did, too—went out to another 
store somewhere and returned with the change I de- 
sired. 

I was so pleased with him that I related my experi- 
ence with the other storekeepers and asked him why 
he had gone out of his way for me. He said, “I was 
taught a lesson in politeness once that I will never 
forget. One day I was pretty busy with three pre- 
scriptions to be filled and delivered all at once, and 
trying to get through as well as I could, in spite of a 
headache, when a lady came in and asked me if there 
was anyone of the name of So-and-So living near my 
store, and would I kindly give her the right address, 
as she was a stranger in the neighborhood? I was not 
in the sweetest humor, I’ll admit, and I turned her off 
rather shortly with advice that she look in the direct- 
ory. I was not insulting, but I fell short of being 


gracious, that’s sure. 
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“Now, do you know what happened? Her friend 
had asked her to come and look at a vacant house in 
the neighborhood. She rented the house and moved 
in with a delicate daughter and a rheumatic husband, 
and every cent that family has spent in the last three 
years for drugs, prescriptions, toilet articles, etc., has 
gone into the hands of my competitor, although he is 
half a square farther from them than I am. 

“It has cost me a.pretty penny in that time for being 
‘sassy,” hasn’t it? I can figure it out in cash profit at 
about twenty-five dollars a year. That’s seventy-five 
dollars’ fine for not being polite.” 

“Well,” I answered, “I feel so grateful to you that 
I will show you the rule works the other way also. 
I’m very much obliged. Good-day, sir.” 

I told my little tale when I got back to the house 
and that druggist has gotten just about twenty-seven 
dollars’ worth of trade from under that particular roof 
since. 

Here is another case that came .under my notice: 
I was making a small purchase at a grocery store just 
before closing time one evening when a woman came 
in and asked for a bunch of parsley. 

“Can’t get it for you,” the grocer answered. “It 
is packed up for the night in the ice box along with 
the meats. Can’t open it until morning.” 

“Why did you refuse that woman?” I asked. 

“Well, she only comes here for things when she 
can not get them elsewhere. She is no good to me.” 

Now, what do you think of that? Maybe it would 
have been a minute’s trouble to get at the parsley, but 
that wasn’t his reason. He wouldn’t sell her what 
she wanted because she only came to buy from him 
what she could not get elsewhere. There was the 
best chance in the world to show her he had what 
some other dealer did not have and treat her in such 
a way that she would depend on him and come to him 
oftener. But he could not see that. -She wanted to be 
a customer and he would not iet her. He did not 
want to increase his business—just wanted to keep 
on selling to the old customers until they died off or 
moved away and left him to die of dry rot. 

I did not care a snap about him or the woman, but 
I let him know, right there, his mistake. He saw 
the thing my way before I finished and I really be- 
lieve my little tearing-out will do him good the rest 
of his life. If that woman comes in again he’ll prob- 
ably treat her better, anyhow, even if he can not apply 
the same principle to other cases. If he smiles and 
treats her pleasantly she will be so surprised to find 
he is not a Teddy Bear with a sore ear that she will 
deal there more than she ever would the other way. 

If I have only been telling you something you know, 
look around a little and watch things and see if your 
clerks know it, and never forget it. If you have a 
clerk who “snaps” people off short and acts independ- 
ently and is unaccommodating, chase him out of your 
store with an axe. Do not waste politeness on him 
if he can not understand its value.

beneath the boiler level, in order to prevent freezing. 
Information was requested regarding the way to pipe 
with a circulating pipe so as to keep the water warm 
on the second floor. 

In connection with this problem THe AMERICAN

“Old Plumber.” 

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

The problem of heating water to be carried under- 
ground toa building 10 feet distant from the boiler, 
is something difficult to do. It can be done, but it 
is very doubtful whether it would be satisfactory 
for any length of time. The success of this. method 
depends largely on the pressure of water supplied 
to the boiler, and also on how the pipe is run and 


connected to the heater and the tub.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In regard to the heating problem presented in THE 
AMERICAN- ARTISAN Of June 26 by Zimmermann’s 
Bldg. Specialties Co., Ltd., New Orleans, La., in 
which is involved the lasting qualities of a warm-air 
furnace for performing the special work required of 
it, I would say that te heat a drying room for enamel, 
the furnace should stand close to a wall so that the 
front of the furnace would be in one room, but the 
furnace itself would be located in the drying room. 
No dust from coal or ashes would in this way get 
into the drying room. The furnace should have a 
casing, reach to about 12 inches above the floor, and 
should be open at the top. This would insure almost 
the same temperature in all parts of the room, the 
air being constantly drawn from the floor to the fur- 
nace. 

I am not sure that this method would always be 
satisfactory, but I don’t know of any better way. So 


- long as the air can get to the furnace in’ the man- 


ner described, I don’t see why a cast-iron furnace 
with cup joints should not last a long time. 

In order to write intelligently regarding this heat- 
ing problem, there should be furnished a plan of the 
room to be heated, showing windows, if any, area of 
room and shape, location and area of chimney flue. 
It would also be desirable to know whether the build- 
ing is of brick or wood construction, whether the 
ceiling is plastered and what is the nature of the 
floor, also whether the surrounding walls are of brick 
or of plaster on lath. kay

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The hardware market is quiet. The general tone 
continues irregular but prices for goods in best de- 
mand are held firmly. This is particularly true of 
wire nails and wire products generally. On some 
other lines, however, there is more or less shading of 
prices to stimulate a demand or where some specially 
attractive business can be gained. The best demand 
at present seems to be for builders’ hardware and for 
tools used for builders’ purposes. The large amount 
of new building going on in this city is, of course, the 
immediate cause for the demand in this line of hard- 
ware, In one or two other special lines a fair amount 
of activity is noted. In a broader way the market 
isnot stimulated by these isolated cases of activity, 
but is waiting for a more definite trend from the out- 
come of the year’s crops. At present the crop out- 
look is quite satisfactory. The demand for wire nails 
is not very heavy. There is only a quiet demand for 
cut nails, and prices are unchanged. Barb wire is 
quiet. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.75 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.90 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $1.90 for less than car- 
loads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.98 ; $2.05 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ car lots, $1.98, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $1.98. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents. 

An advance of 10 per cent in the price of boring 
machine and nut augers has been announced by some 
manufacturers. The market for augers and bits is in 
a satisfactory condition and there is a good demand 
for these articles.

TIN PLATE. 


The market for tin plate is somewhat quiet, though 
prices are regular. Owing to the threatened strike of 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers against the open shop decree of the American 
Sheet & Tin Plate Co:, many heavy orders for tin 
plate were placed by consumers during the month of 
June. For 100-lb. I. C. coke plates the price is $3.45 
Pittsburgh, subject to a rebate of 5 cents per box on 
large orders.

SHEETS. 


Demand for sheets has improved slightly. The 
United States Steel Corporation last week operated 
138 sheet mills against 130 the previous week. Inde- 
pendent operations have slightly increased. Building 
of new sheet mills is not confined to the United States, 
since within the fortnight the Canada Tin Plate & 
Sheet Steel Co., Morrisburg, Ontario, has placed a 
contract with a Canton concern for four new mills. 
The sheet market stands about the same as formerly, 
black sheets being 2.20 cents and galvanized 3.20 
cents on fairly desirable orders, these prices being 
occasionally shaded a dollar a ton. Corrugated roof- 
ing is nominally $1.55 for painted and $2.80 for gal- 
vanized, per square, these prices being sometimes 
shaded $1 to $2 a ton. 


COPPER. 


There is a very quiet movement in ingot copper, es- 
pecially from the producers who are well sold ahead 
and are not looking for business at any concession. 
The low prices recently reported as having been made 
have been by speculative interests, and there is no 
doubt that some of those who bought freely earlier 
in the month have been lately trying to unload. It is 
not believed, however, that there has been any move- 
ment of size in this direction, as the consumers filled 
their immediate requirements some time since. 


The large producers and selling agencies continue 
to hold their copper at 133%4c, but outside operators 
have sold electrolytic as low as 134c, though they are 
now holding their stocks at 13%c, the foreign demand 
having improved, with a corresponding improvement 
on this side. There is said to be little unsold August 
copper, and the next buying movement will call for 
September-October deliveries. It is expected that the 
July report of the Copper Producers’ Association will 
show a further decrease in stocks. 

Sheet copper is unchanged, the base price at_ the 
mill being 17c. Small lots are selling at 18¢ base. 
Prices on seamless brass pipe are steady at 18c Ib. for 
3% to 3-inch, inclusive,

Spelter is very strong, though the changes in prices 


for the week have been moderate. New York is 
unchanged at 5.45¢ for spot and July. St. Louis is 
quoted at 5.32¥%c. 


ALUMINUM. 


There is a fair demand for aluminum and prices 
are firm, No. 1 ingots for melting are offered 
at 24c per pound in ton lots, and No. 2 ingots 
at 23@25c in carlots for 90 per cent pure. Rods 
and wire are being held at 32c a pound in ton lots, and 
sheets at 32c a pound in ton lots. 


COKE. 

The coke market is active and the demand is fairly 
brisk. This is the time of the year when coke is 
active aS consumers are negotiating for deliveries in 
the latter part of the year. Best grades of foundry 
coke are quoted at $2.25. Deliveries in the latter 
part of the year are being negotiated on a basis of 
$2.25 and upward. Prices on furnace coke are steady 
and range from $1.75@1.go. 


IRON BARS. 

There is a fair demand for iron bars and the gen- 
eral tone of the market is firm. Prices are held steady 
and unchanged. Quotations are as follows: 1.40@ 
1.45¢ for best refined bars and 1.35@1.40c for the or- 
dinary. 





PIG IRON. 


There has been a general stiffening up in the pig 
iron market both in the Alabama district and also in 
the Pennsylvania and western New York field. Busi- 
ness is very good in New York and the Middle West 
and a good deal of iron is selling. Some advances 
have already been made in the selling quotations, and 
there is a well defined belief that the future will see 
a very material advance in prices, following the ex- 
pected improvement in the demand. 

There are some good inquiries in the market from 
New England foundry men, though they are not buy- 
ing very freely at present. They are melting a good 
deal of iron, but supplied their most pressing needs 
some time since, and consequently there is now less 
activity in New England than in other sections. Vir- 
ginia is firm and unchanged at $14@14.50 ton, 
Roanoke. 

In the Pennsylvania fields there is a very much 
firmer feeling prevailing, and prices have been gen- 
erally advanced 25@5o0c per ton. Steel making irons 
are especially strong, and $15 ton is now the mmimum 
price in the valley for malleable, foundry or basic 
iron, and $15.50 ton for standard Bessemer iron. 
Foundry iron for New England delivery is quoted 
higher at $18@18.50 ton.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“The market is without any special interest beyond a 
firmer tone and rumors of advance in prices on Southern 
iron. Sales are in fair volume in this territory and some 
grades are scarce. Steel making and forge irons are in good 
demand and the supply limited. Prices are firm. 

“The market figures on both Northern and Southern 
iron in the Central territory are stiff and buyers who have 
held off up to the present time have within the last few days 
covered for their requirements during the last half, feeling 
that they could not safely wait longer. This has kept the 
sales end in fair shape. 

“Steel making and consuming lines are still very active 
and orders placed for structurals and rails continue large. 
The pipe works are out for the lower numbers of foundry 
and forge iron and have bought a good quantity. There is 
still an effort to obtain more. 

“The outlook is encouraging. Consumption is improv- 
ing, some lines that have been practically down and out up 
to the first of June are showing signs of activity, due to the 
railroads making long delayed purchases or signifying a de- 
sire to do so. It is estimated that the weekly productive ca- 
pacity now active is in the neighborhood of 440,000 tons, 
which is at a yearly rate of production close to twenty-three 
million tons. This increase is very largely among furnaces 
making material exclusively for the steel works and is an 
indication of how consumption and activity have increased 
in this direction. 

“In the South manufacturers are keeping stocks down 
and the output is being shipped out, with very little being 
piled. The Southern situation is strong and advances are 
momentarily expected. In general, inquiry seems to be im- 
proving as the first half of the year passes and inventories 
are completed. 

“Coke is quiet, the main business being with furnaces 
contemplating starting up or the renewal of shipments on 
existing contracts. Foundry coke prices are strong at the 
existing figures and the better grades, as usual under such 
conditions, are in the best demand, some interests being sold 
up for the last half. Contracting is being indulged in freely 
fer periods from six months to a year and at present prices 
are of advantage to buyers generally.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati,.say in their weekly 
report: 

“There is beginning to be an element of excitement in 
the pig iron market. The largest of the Southern furnace 
companies this week said that they had sold so much iron and 
they were so deluged with inquiries that they thought it time 
to quit. So they withdrew entirely. Within a week the mar- 
ket for Southern iron has jumped from $11.50 for No. 2 
f. o. b. Birmingham, to $12.00 with a fair prospect of $12.50 
in the immediate future. Northern iron has had a similar 
advance and there is a nervous feeling among the producers 
that the whole situation is changing so rapidly for the better 
and it would be the part of wisdom to rather shorten sail 
and await developments. 

“An immense tonnage of cheap iron has been sold. Fur- 
nace order books are well filled and the future of the market 
is now up to the general business interests of the country. 
If there is a market for the finished forms of iron then the 
pig iron end of the situation will take care of itself and the 
market will see gradually ascending prices. It is very certain 
that consumption is steadily increasing and the prospects for 
a larger and larger melt of iron were never better. ‘ 

“Inquiry is large and buying has been heavy. Not only 
this but consumers are asking to have shipments made at a 
faster rate. The absence of requests to hold shipments on 
contracts is a good sign.”
